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ICE STORM '98 


One of the worst natural disasters to 
occur in recent history swept over the 
Northeastern states on January 5,1998. 
A five-day storm of rain and ice broke 
branches and toppled entire trees, 
downing power and telephone lines 
along with them. Emergency shelters 
opened to alleviate the plight of resi¬ 
dents. Some areas were without power 
for only a few days but others were not 
as fortunate. The widespread path of 
devastation and destruction meant that 
utility companies had to call for help 
from companies farther south. Despite 
the tireless efforts by power crews, 
many areas were without power for 
two weeks; parts of eastern Canada 
were crippled for a month. 

It was a time of community — a 
coming together to help each other 
endure and even overcome the great 
Ice Storm of '98.

Maine Declared A National Disaster Area 


A Storm Beyond Compare 

Five days of freezing rain left every¬ 
thing coated in thick ice. Trees and 
poles snapped like toothpicks. "It 
sounded and looked like a war zone," 
said Lori Hanson, yearbook advisor 
from Messalonskee High School in 
Oakland, Maine. 

According to Central Maine Power 
over 523,000 residents in the state lost 
power, affecting over 340,000 house¬ 
holds. There were twenty-six hundred 
utility poles replaced and two to three 
million feet of line or cable restrung on 
them. Fifteen of the sixteen counties in 
Maine were declared disaster areas. 

Luckily, many "Mainers" could re¬ 
vert to wood stoves for heat. Genera¬ 
tors were in great demand also as 
people rushed to buy them to make 
their own power. 
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In a typical view of the ice storm damage, motorists veer around trees and downed lines on the road. With falling limbs 
"feared for their lives" and stories of near misses were prevalent. Special thanks go out to the line crews from CMP wh< 
power to the region. With the assistance of the out-of-state crews, CMP was able to accelerate the recovery process. 
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Neighbors helping neighbors was a common sight; clearing debris was a massive job.

The devastation from this storm was 
unimaginable in upstate New York. 
For five days the mercury hovered just 
above the freezing mark and the sleet 
and rain continued to fall until the ice 
build-up reached incredible propor¬ 
tions. 

The ice brought everything to a halt. 
Students, out on Christmas break, never 
thought that the break would last until 
January 20. Folks worked together to 
help those around them. People ar¬ 
rived from all parts of the country to 
donate food, blankets, generators and 
their time. 
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While it was a near miss for this shed, many other structures 
suffered severe damage. Millions of dollars in damages resulted 
from the weight of the ice and falling trees and branches - some of 
which even crashed through dwellings.
